THE BENSON FRAUDS. 


The Civil Case Mas Been Com promised, 
bat the Criminal Case Siands. 4 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 28.—By the 
terms of the compromise in the Benson 
civil case, the Government foregoes all of 
its claims for damages, and the Nevada 
Bank and Dr. Henry Pierce, the capitalist, 
will be able to collect something like $300,000 


from the United States. 
There are two branches of the Benson 


case—the criminal and the civil. It is only 
the latter that has been compromised; but, 
according to the acknowledgment of the 
officers of the Government, this will have 
an effect on the criminal prosecution. 
When the frauds were exposed, in 1884 and 
1885, Benson had earned ery from the 
work of deputy surveyors, and he h fur- 
ther claims of nearly $4,000. The Govern- 
ment held all of the surveys and re- 
fused payment. Civil suits for the recovery 
of $538,000 were n, and indictments 
were found against Benson and his party. 
The claims held by Benson were assigned 
by him to the Nevada Bank and to Dr. 
Pierce. The aggregate amount was $330,000, 
of which the bank holds claims for $250,000

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2%.—The 
President has been and still is a much sicker 
man than the Administration people would 
have the public believe. His condition is 
not alarming, but it is a fact that the severe 
attack of rheumatic gout which followed 
the sprain of his left ankle practically inca- 
pacitated him for work on his message for 
several days. 

During the past three days Mr. Cleveland 
has suffered much pain from his swollen 
leg, and to obtain relief has remained in bed 
much of the time. Not that he has been un- 
able to rise, but he has been unwilling to be 
disturbed. Propped up in bed with pillows, 
his position has been much easier. He has 
sat up in a large padded chair, with a soft 
rest for his foot, several hours each day, 


but there has been little relief from the 
pain, and he has been unable to accomplish 
much work. 

The reclining covch which was sent out to 
Woodley yesterday is expected to give more 
comfort to the President when he is assisted 
from his to take up the preparation of 
his message. The foot rest on the couch can 
be fixed at any angle to best give ease. 
The couch is on rollers, and the President is 
helped from the bed to it, and wheeled to 
his desk in the study. Even with this sick- 
room device Mr. Cleveland remained out of 
bed not more than three hours yesterday. 
His leg is greatly swollen, and he is unable 
to use it. 

The President has had these attacks of 
gout before, but this is probably the most 
aggressive one he has suffered. Dr. O- 
Reilly is in daily attendance on the Presi- 
dent. It is said that he expects that Mr. 
Cleveland will be able to move about and 
possibly come to this city in a few days.

Cleveland may discuss the Carlisle plan at 
some length, but no original ideas will be 
advanced Only, a few weeks ago close 
friends of the President, and, in 
members of the Cabinet, 
Cleveland intended to present a¥ rin 
message“ on the financial situation. ut 
from all accounts, this has all been changed

That the President has been sicker than 
was supposed cannot be denied, but there is 
no telling what denial may be put out at 
the White House.

Monday morning, by the Coroner’s inquest, 
held yesterday afternoon. The testimony 


showed that Ditch. was last seen alive by 
2 who knew him at 11 o’clock Sunday 
5, and that a few minutes after 12 the 
u was seen to be on fire. No one went 
near the burning building, either citizens 
of this place or Crystal City, which is 
even nearer the saloon than Festus, until 
the building was completely burned. 

It was developed at the inquest that what 
appeared to be a hole in the skull found in 
the ruins, while the skull still lay in the em- 
bers, was not a hole, but simply a piece of 
cinder that stuck to it. This disproves the 
theory that Ditch was shot through the 
head, but does not show that he was not 
murdered.

DITCH’S FINANCIAL CONDITION 
Sunday afternoon Ditch left the saloon 


in charge of his brother-in-law and went up 
to see his wife and two children, and also 
to see Wilhamson, his father-in-law and 
rtner who has been confined to his bed 
or several weeks. The statement he made 
to his partner, so Williamson stated to the 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, was 
that he had about $100 in silver on hand, in 
the cigar-boxes under the ice-box, pay 
checks of the Crystal Glass Co., which he 
had cashed for the men, amounting to 
about $200, and a couple of hundred in 
greenbacks. His partner cautioned him 
about being robbed and Ditch replied: 

“If they rob me they'll have to get the 
money off my dead body.“ 

Ditch then went back to the saloon and 
waited upon customers until about 11 
o’ clock, when the last two or three, who are 
well-known laboring men, departed to- 

ether. He was then about to close up.

The fire was noticed about 12:10 or 12:15 by 
several people. From Festus, however, it 
appea over on the hill near Crystal City, 
and from Crystal 88 it appeared nearer 
Festus. As a result, therefore, no one went 
to put it out, as none of those who saw it 
claim to have known what it was. AS a 
matter Of fact, the saloon was an eyesore to 
the people of both towns and, while they 
regret the tragedy, nearly every one ex- 
presses satisfaction that it burned. 

The first man to go near the fire was E. 
C. Giebler, station agent on the Bonne 
Terre road. The place was then, however, 
a mass of coals. The cellar had contained 
a barrel of coal-oil and à barrel of whiskey, 
and they had made so hot a fire that every- 
thing was consumed. As soon as daylight 
came the charred remains of Ditch were 
seen in the ruins at the place where the 
ice-box stood in the saloon. In the search 
his watch was found near his body, and as 
this was fully twenty feet from the place 
where the bed stood. it seems to indicate 
that Ditch was not yet undressed when he 
was killed, whether by suicide and fire or 
by human hands. 

BODY COMPLETELY BURNED. 


The body was almost completely burned 
up. The liver and a few of the heavier 
organs remained. The skull was so burned 
that part of it fell in ashes when picked up.

In a conversation with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he spoke with a great deal of pride 
of the country he represents. “Wasatch 
County,“ he said, has 4 population of 
about 4,000, of which 2,000 reside in Heber 
ah am There we have a church which cost 
$25,000, a Court House costing $5,000 and a 
public school building that cost $18,000. I 
think our educational system is second 
to none in the country, every child between 
the ages of 6 and 18 years being compelled 
under the free-school law of Utah to attend 
school. Another thing, and one which I 
suppose you will consider rather strange, is 

at we have neither a jail nor prison in 
the town, the sole reason being that we have 
absolutely no use for suchathing. The fact 
that we have no bonded indebtedness upon 
either county, towns or school districts 
shows that our countfy is in a fairly pros- 
perous condition.“ 

Continuing the conversation, Bishop 
Hatch said the people of Utah are look- 
ing forward with a great deal of interest to 
the time when the Territory will be made a 
State. An enabling act to that effect was 

assed by Congress last August, and on 

ov. 6 delegates were elected to meet next 
March and frame a constitution for the 
State of Utah. After this constitution is 
formed it will be submitted to the people 
for ratification next August; the action 
thereof will be presented to the President 
of the United States, and, if approved by. 
him, he will declare Utah a State by procla- 
mation. In that event members of the Leg- 
islature and Congress will be elected next 
November and they will meet the second 
Monday in January, 18%, in Salt Lake City. 
The first business of the Legislature will be 
to elect United States Senators, after which 
the country will start on a new era of pros- 
pee as a State. 

Bishop Hatch says that he has every rea- 
son to believe that he will be nominated for 
the office of Lieutenant-Governor when the 
nominations for the election of State of- 
ficers are held. J

Express Their Opinions of Him. 
— f 


The addresses delivered by Rev. F. G. 
Tyrrell of the Central Christian Church at 
the meeting of the Evangelical Alllance 
Monday afternoon, in which he condemned 
the commercial exchanges of the country, 
charging that the business conducted by 
them was nothing more or less than gam- 
bling, and intimating that the operators on 
‘Change were not church members, has 


aroused no little indignation among the 
members of the Merchants’ Exchange in 
this city. 

When asked what he thought of the ad- 
dress in question, C. H. Spencer of the 
Spencer & Harlow Commission Co., who is 
one of the most prominent members of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, spoke his mind as 
follows: A man that makes such state- 
ments does not know what he is talking 
about. He may know how to preach, but 
he knows nothing whatever of commerce. 
The present method of handling grain fs the 
most economical that has ever yet been de- 
vised. We buy and sell grain for future de- 
livery, and for this future delivery wé en- 
ter into a contract Which the courts have 
decided is perfectly legal. If that is gam- 
bling it is more than I can understand. 1 
am a church member myself, but I have no 
patience with a man, even though he be a 
preacher, who will make such statements.’* 

Thomas Akin, another prominent member 
of the Exchange, characterized Rev. .Tyr- 
rell’s address as that of a rank, saying 
that he had not the patience to discuss the 
subject. 

illiam T. Anderson, ex-President of the 
Exchange, in giving vent to his opinion on 
the subject, said:: There is not man 
operating on Change whose word will not 
go farther than that of the man who made 
these statements. There is not a lass of 
men in the world who are more honorable 
or whose word is taken to such an extent 
as the members on Change. There a man’s 
word means something, and he has to make 
good any statement he may make. Such 
people as Rev. Tyrrell are narrow-minded 
and have lived only in their own sphere 
and know nothing whatever of the outside 
world. There is no gambling on the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, as there is never a con- 
tract that is made that is not fulfilled. As 
far as the members of the Exchange being 
church members is concerned, I can safely 
say that among the operators on the! floor 
may be found some of the stanchest sup- 
porters and pillars of the various churches 
in the city.” ‘ 

President William G. Boyd of the Ex- 
change said that at least twenty-five opera- 
tors on Change were officers in churches 
in the city, while at least nine-tenths of the 
members. of the Exchange. were actual 
members of the different churches in town.

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UAH IRRIGATION,

Although in Its Infancy the Results 
Are Wonderful. 


—_— 


No gathering East of Denver has ever 
had its attention so persistently and fore- 
ibly called to the subject of irrigation as 
the trans-Mississippi Congress has through 
the presence and active propagandizing of 
the forty-five delegates from Utah. From 
reports of methods coming in vogue in 
that and the neighboring State of Colorado, 
it is impossible to escape the conviction 


that irrigation is in its infancy. 

It has already produced a $100,000,000 crop 
on 3 per cent of the arable area of Colorado. 
This is not the present limit of natural 
irrigation by water flow, but the indications 
are that that period is past. There are now 
building in Utah and Colorado immense 
works which will probably in time multiply 
many times the irrigable area as it is now 
known. The immense fall of water from 
the mountain sides is to be utilized in gen- 
erating electricity with which to 8 the 
water from the running streams to higher 
surface levels than can be reached by a 
natural drain without the construction of 
very costly tunnels, etc. It seems likely, 
according to Col. C. L. Stevenson of Salt 
Lake City, Consulting Mining and Hy- 
draulic Engineer, that present methods 
may be in time abandoned for artificial 
pumping in many cases where the long 
Carriage of water in ditches is too waste- 
ful. Cheap methods of 3 are being 
introduced that make the use of electricity 
in this field feasible. . : 

Utah irrigation is regarded as probably 
the most successful in the world, being. 
based on co-operation. The new constitu- 
tion will embody the present non-partisan 
irrigation commission as a controlling fac- 
‘tor to prevent the natural waters of the 
State from being monopolized and to pro- 
tect capital from exploitation by land 
grabbers. 

One-half of the Utah delegation are Gen- 
tiles and the other half Mormons. All 
agree that religious divisions do not sepa- 
rate the people sdcially and will not in any 
manner interfere with the development of 
the State. They say they came in force in 
order to remove some of the ignorance of 
and prejudice against Utah. Among other 
things to which they call attention is the 
operation of an American made $500,000 
sugar beet plant, with an nual copagity 
of 5,000,000 pounds of refin sugar. he 
Utah people have shown commendable spirit 
in this matter. Claus Spreckels and the 
trust have persistently undertaken to crush 
the industry by selling sugar below cost. 
They have been met by the people, who 
banded themselves together to buy Utah 
sugar by the hogshead and are forcing gro- 
cers to handle it to the exclusion of the 
trust product. As high as thirty-nine tons 
of beets can be rais on an irrigated acre 
in a season, according to Col. Stevenson. 
He says Utah needs no bounty; that the 
only question for sutar-raisers is whether 
the trust will let them live.

It objects to the bill on the ground 
that it is doubtful if a baker can be com- 
pelled to make loaves of a specified 
shape, size or weight, and because he 
cannot be forced to sell bread at a price 
fixed by the Municipal Assembly. It 
doubts if a policeman is competent to 
judge of the quality of bread. It objects 
to the creation of a new office and the 
employment of politicians as inspectors. 

All of these objections might be valid 
if there were any foundation for them in 
the bid. But as a matter of fact the 
proposed ordinance does not contain a 
single provision to which the Republic 
objects. It does not specify the shape 
or size of a loaf; it does not fix the prica 
of bread; it does not make policemen 
judges of the quality of bread sold; it 
does not provide for the creation-of a 
new office or the employment of inspec- 
tors, No expense except that of prose- 
cution for swindling is provided for. 
The bill merdly provides that bread 
shall. be sald by weight and that the 
weight of the loaf and name of the 
baker shall be stamped on each loaf. It 
empowers the ordinary policeman to in- 
spect loaves and seize those not in com- 
pliance with the law for use as evidence. 
It provides that a pound loaf shall weigh 
a pound. : 
The ordinance is a fair measure of 
protection for the people against petty 
swindling by the sale of light-weight 
loaves—as fair as any legal prohibition 
of adulteration or crooked weights and 
measures. No honest baker objects to 
it and the only argument that dishonest 
bakers and middlemen or their news- 
paper organ can find to urge against it 
are based upon trumped-up objections 
or bare-faced lies.

URDERGROUND TROLLEYS. 


In response to the proposition to sub- 
stitute an underground for an overhead 
trolley for the Forest Park branch of the 
Suburban Railway on Union avenue 
President Turner stated that the under- 
ground trolley was not a demonstrated 
success, but was still in the experi- 
mental stage.

Louis in the morning over the Cairo Short 
Line, arrive there at noon, transact their 
business in three hours and return by the 
new afternoon train, arriving at 2 
about 9 o’clock at night. Such a rvice 
would confer a great benefit on both the St, 
Louis merchant and the Cape Girardeau 
merchant, and the same may be said for all 
the towns along the line reached by an 
afternoon train.’

WARSHIPS BEEDED. 


An American Tells of Perils Faced by 
Foreigners at Shanghai. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Harper’s Weekly 
for December 1 will publish a letter from 
Julian Ralph, its correspondent in Shanghai, 
China, written in the latter part of October. 
It is in part as follows: . 

“The war began in August, and I am 
writing this in the last half of October, yet 
up to this time the only American war ship 
that has been seen in Chinese waters is 


the old Mississippi ferry boat Monocacy—an 
ark, a house boat, or to give it its utmost 
due, a river gunboat. One needs to be here, 
to fully realize the extent of our national 
error in keeping our few warships at home 
and in sending them to Europe, where the 
diplomats already appreciate our strength 
better than it is appreciated by our college 
professors, while in China, where we used 
to lead the world as traders, our strength 
has wasted to almost nothing with the 
failure of our Government to make its 
greatness respected. 

I am safe here at present because there 
are Russian and French and English war- 
ships here. he other day, when we Ameri- 
cans were struggling for fair play for two 
Japanese, we were all safe because the 
commander of a French warship offered 
us his ervices. Fancy this in a city that 
manages half the commerce of Asia, in a 
city where the 8 warehouse of Rus- 
sell & Co. suggests what Americans once 
did here—while its abandonment by that 


firm speaks volumes on the decay of our’ 


influence. 

When 1,500 Japanese assembled in Shang- 
hai to avail themselves of protection offered 
by the United States Government they said 
to Mr. T. R. Jernigan, the United States 
Consul General, that they were delighted to 
throw themselves wholly in our care, cer- 
tain that no harm could befall them. It 
was acknowledged that as merchants and 
students they were free to remain here in 
the sition of wards of our Government. 
Suddenly two Japanese were arrested in 
the French third of the foreign settlemnt 
of Shanghai. In the French jail they were 
kept twenty-four hours, and searched ani 
cross-examined. They asked to be sent to 


our Consul, and this was done. The Chinese 


Taoutai (governor of the region) demanded 
their surrender as spies. 

“Mr. Jernigan, supposing that American 
protection was not an empty phase, made 
a desperate struggle to keep them in his 
control long enough for aur Government 
to devise some means of giving them a full 
and fair trial and then sending them to 


Japan if innocent, or to the Chinese officials 


if guilty. He cabled the Minister at Tokio, 
and young Mr. Denby at Pekin asking them 
to assist in obtaining delay and devising 
uine protection. s could not, under 
iplomatic rules, cable Mr. Gresham direct. 
Tokio and Pekin worked in harmony with 
Shanghai, until word came from Washing- 
ton that protection to Japanese meant the 
surrender of such people to their angry 
enemies. Mr. Gresham cabled this defini- 
tion in a brief order to give up the spies. 

„We who are in Asia knew what that 
meant. We trust, amid our shame and 
sorrow, that our officials at home did not 
know as much. The Taoutai, his Secre- 
taries and the Viceroy all repeatedly as- 
sured the Consul General that if the Jap- 
anese should be surrendered they wou 
be kindly treated. They said that even if 
they were proved guilty they would not 
be tortured, they would not be killed. They 
were to be kept as prisoners to the close 
of the war. Not only was this assurance re- 
peatedly given before the surrender, but 
afterwards, when the two students were 
delivered to the Chinese the officials made 
the obligatory upon themselves by 
repeating their promises. 

‘They took the youns men to Nanking, 
where they tortured them for two—some 
say for thr ays. They made them knee! 
on iron chairs with a bar of wood across 
their legs, and men standing on the bar. 
They pulled out their finger nails. The 

ut chains on their wrists and poured boil- 
— water on the chains until the metal ate 
its way to the prisoners’ bones. They mash- 
ed into jelly the ten pr the most sensi- 
tive members of their bodies. When death 
was about to have their own way with their 
mutilated frames, it was hurried by the 
executioner’s sword.

UNITED EVANGELICAL CHURCH. 


— — — — 


Epecial Session of th» General ( onference 
at Napler vill, Ill. 


NAPERVILLE, III., Nov. 28.—A special 
session of the General Conference of the 
United Evangelical Church will be held 
here, beginning to-morrow. Delegates will 
be present from Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Illinois, Ohio, Nebraska and Oregon. This 
special session is made necessary by the 
schism in the Evangelical Association. In 
speaking of the split in the association, a 
prominent member of the conference said 
to-day: 

The chief and final cause of the division 


of this vigorous denomination was the as- 
a er ap of unwarranted episcopal powers 
on the part of Bishops Esher and Bowman, 
who claimed the right to interpret church 
law in their own interest, even to the rend- 
ing asunder of annual conferences and the 
exclusion of large numbers of members and 
preachers without trial and the organiza- 
tion of new conferences without authoriza- 
tion by the General Conference, whose 
province alone was to establish bodies of 
this kind. By a mere technicality the courts 
decided in favor of the element in power, 
although the Supreme Court of Pennsyl- 
vania also declared such action to be 
wholly unauthorized by the discipline, the 
conference so organized an irregular body 
without authority or ecclesiastical author- 
ity under the discipline, and the suspension 
and expulsion of presiding elders and others 
as a clear usurpation of power and the sen- 
tences so pronounced as having no force or 
effect. While the decision of the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania was in favor of the 
party in power, the expenses of the suit 
were placed on the Winning party. 

“The new. denomination, the General Con- 
ference of which meets on Thursday, repre- 
sents the American element in principle and 
largely in constituency. It claims a mem- 
bership of 61,000, based on the last official 
reports; 641 itinerant and local preachers; 
nearly 800 Sunday-schools, with a mem- 
bership of 78,000; a woman’s mission- 
ary society, having a membership, in 
its adult; misison and junior depart- 
ments, of about 5,500; a young peo- 

le’s organization, called the Keystone 

eague of Christian Endeavor, having a 
membership of over 10,000. 
schools for higher education, and a publish- 
ing plant at Harrisburg, Pa., having a cir- 
culation of periodicals of over 100,000, with, 
besides, another German publishing plant 
in 8 

The object of the General Conference is 
to formulate such rules and regulations as 
may be necessary te perfect the organiza- 
tion of this new denomination. The old dis- 
ciplinary doctrines will be embodied in the 
new code of laws, and such provisions will 
be incorporated as will forever prohibit the 
exercise of arbitrary episcopal power. The 
itinerance will be continued, although there 
is a — . — to modify it. The bishops 
who wil 1 are Bishop Dubs, D. D., of 
Chicago, III.; Bishop C. S. Haman, Reading. 
Pa., and Bishop William Stanford, Harris- 
burg, Pa.“ 


1 KIILED HIM INSTANTLY. 


Bugene Duft, 10 Years O d,"*Accidentally 
Sho’. 

CLAY CITY, Ill, Nov. 28.— Eugene Duff, 

the 10-year-old son of Charles D. Duff of 

this place, was killed last evening by the 


accidental discharge of a target rifle in the 
hands of a boy about his own age, a son of 
Rev. W. H. Cunningham. Young Cunning- 
ham was in a room at his father’s resi- 
dence, playing with the gun, when it was 
accidentally discharged just as young Duff 
was entering the room. The bullet struck 
him fairly in the heart, killing him instant- 
ly.. Young Cunningham claims not to have 
seen Duff until after the accident.
